Independent claims 1,18, and 25 are directed towards a surveillance system and recite 
". . .conventional security sensor which is activated by the occurrence of an activating event and 
upon activation generates a signal; a convertor for converting the conventional sensor signal into 
a network compatible signal and adapted for sending the converted signal via the network to the 
server; a surveillance sensor appliance controlled by the server for monitoring an area and 
generating a signal indicating a condition in the monitored area in a programmed response mode 
controlled by the server, whereby the server receives and logs data transmitted by both the 
conventional sensor and the sensor appliance. . ." which is a feature that is not anticipated nor 
obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 2-17, 19-24, and 26-34 are allowed for the 
reasons concerning the independent claims.
